We know that most of your are really on our side, but can do 
nothing at the moment to show at the risk of losing your jobs. 

We understand that the conditions of military discipline have 
put you in a tough position. But there is a way you can par- 
ticipate. Your contribution, for the moment, may be small. 

But many hands, reaching out together, can move mountains. If 
your communist chiefs order the arrest of some anti— communist 
you can help prevent it, by seeing that you go to an empty 
house to make your arrest. Thus your name will go in our files 
as one who has helped, and your name will be erased from our 
list of those who must be dealt with on the great day.
